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SHOCK  AT  THE  VATICAN 


John  Paul  II 


The  Christian  world,  indeed  the  whole 
world,  was  stunned.  The  death  of  two 
popes  in  eight  weeks  had  put  the  Vatican 
into  a  turmoil.  This  had  all  come  about 
with  the  death  of  the  newly  elected  Pope 
John  Paul  II  on  Sept.  28  at  the  age  of  65. 

Pope  Paul  VI  had  enjoyed  a  long  reign 
before  him,  visiting  many  lands,  and  end- 
ing with  a  simple  and  stately  funeral  and 
burial  in  a  crypt  at  St.  Peter's. 


John  Paul  took  his  name  from  the  two 
previous  popes  before  him;  John  XXIII 
and  Paul  VI.  There  was  an  extraordinary 
outburst  of  popular  feeling  for  John  Paul 
I  and  he  was  compared  to  "A  meteor 
that  unexpectedly  lights  up  the  heavens 
and  than  disappears  leaving  us  amazed 
and  astonished  Y£  J^^Wf^y^ 

He  died  so  abruptly,  after  only  a  34  day 
reign,  he  left  no  funeral  instructions. 

After  a  long,  hard  deliberation,  the 
conclave  again  announced  it's  choice  for 
pope;  Cardinal  Carol  Wojtyla,  John  Paul 
II,  the  first  pope  from  Poland.  He  is  58 
years  old  and  robust  and  muscular,  a 
complete  opposite  of  the  previous  pope. 
Christians  quickly  identified  with  the 
foreign  pope.

"The  plane  landed,  and 
Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini, 
78,  set  foot  on  Iranian  soil  for 
the  first  time  in  fourteen 
years.  Zealous  young  men 
swamped  his  motorcade,  while 
woman  sang.  "This  Parliament 
and  government  are  illegal," 
Khomeini  told  the  crowd.  "If 
they  continue,  we  will  arrest 
them.  I  will  shut  their  mouths. 
And  I  will  appoint  a  govern- 
ment with  the  support  of  the 
Iranian  people."

CAMP  DAVID 

On  March  23,  1979,  the 
Israeli  Knesset  overwhelm- 
ingly approved  a  peace 
treaty  with  Egypt  ending  a 
state  of  war  that  had  exist- 
ed since  Israel's  birth  more 
than  thirty  years  ago. 

The  beginning  of  this 
treaty  is  traced  back  to  an 
arduous  13  day  summit 
meeting  at  Camp  David  in 
September  1979  when 
Pres.  Jimmy  Carter  force- 
fully forged  an  agreement 
between  Israel's  Prime  Min- 
ister Menachem  Begin  and 
Egypt's  Pres.  Anwar  Sadat.

Despite  these  agreements 
there  was  a  continued  dis- 
pute between  Carter  and 
Begin  over  new  Jewish  set- 
tlements on  the  occupied 
West  Bank. 

Meanwhile,  Sadat  and  Be- 
gin were  given  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  for  1979  for 
their  peace-making  in  the 
Middle  East. 

"The  real  prize  is  peace 
itself,"  Begin  told  Sadat. 
Sadat  agreed  saying  it 
"adds  a  new  obligation  on 
both  of  us  to  achieve 
peace." 

That  obligation  was  ful- 
filled, with  Carter's  help.

GOV.  KING 

The  Massachusetts  gover- 
norship was  won  this  year  by 
a  man  who  promised  to  raise 
the  drinking  age  to  21,  bring 
back  the  death  penalty,  and 
cut  back  the  property  tax  by 
$500  million. 

Now,  about  four  months 
after  his  election,  Gov.  King 
has  realized  very  few  of  his 
goals.  The  drinking  age  will  be 
raised  to  20  as  of  April  9, 
1979.  Nothing  has  been  done 
about  the  death  penalty,  and 
Gov.  King  is  making  many 
enemies  in  his  effort  to  a- 
chieve  his  promised  $500  mill- 
ion roll  back  in  property  taxes.

The  proposal  was  delayed  at  this  point  due  to  a  ques- 
tion of  funding  for  certain  forms  of  birth  control.  Ex- 
ecutive Board  met  with  Pres.

All  of  the  teachers  at  Framingham  State  College 
are  more  than  instructors.  They're  facilitators 
in  growth,  helping  each  student  to  expand.  These 
teachers  truely  do  not  let  you  "into  the  house  of 
their  knowledge,"  but  take  you  "to  the  threshold 
of  your  mind." 

Only  a  few  candids  of  the  many  teachers  that 
help  make  up  F.S.C. 's  community  are  presented 
here.  All,  however,  are  honored. 
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Dr.  Stuart  B.  Foster  died  Sept.  19,  1978  at  the 
age  of  87.  His  death  was  received  with  sadness 
by  present  and  past  faculty  members  of  F.S.C.  as 
well  as  the  community  at  large. 

Dr.  Foster  was  born  July  17,  1891,  received  a 
B.S.  from  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  an 
M.A.  from  Columbia  University  and  a  Ph.  D.  from 
Columbia. 

He  came  to  F.S.C.  in  September  1921  as  a  pro- 
fessor of  chemistry  and  nutrition.  Later  he  was 
named  chairman  of  the  chemistry  department. 

He  retired  on  Aug.  31,  1975,  at  the  age  of  66 
but  he  never  lost  touch  with  the  school.  He  often 
walked  up  the  college  hill  from  his  home  behind 
O'Connor  Hall.  The  Stuart  Foster  Home  Manage- 
ment House,  named  in  his  honor  and  located  a- 
cross  from  his  home,  was  dedicated  in  December 
1973.
